Both 
sides announced their readiness for trial, 
and examination of jurors began at once, 
and was conducted in saoh an expedi- 
tious manner that at 4 p. M. a jury was 
empanelled, each side having exercised 
three peremptory challenges, and about 
00 jurors having been examined. The 
panel was completed with the following 
named gentlemen composing it : Peter 
Gilson, Koss Joni's, Geo. E. Hall, G-eo. 
Beeoroft, 8. K. Baruer, O.W. Wellman, 
Merrill Turner, Michael Hogan, Michael

CONCERNING JBEPUBLICAN HAB- 
aioanr. 


There can be no doubt, says tho 


Washington National Republican, that 
the Democratic party is in a minority in 
the United States. Bat it is a. compact 
minority, and as active and constant to 
its purposes as original sin. 
The op- 


ponents of the Democratic party are not 
all Republicans, nor are all Republicans 
active and zealous partisans.

Can the men who have been 
banded together in favor of union, lib- 
erty, manhood suffrage, ir«e education, 
a tariff which exalts American free labor, 
a uniform currency convertible into 
coin, honesty to public creditors, purity 
of administration, and the improvement 
of the civil service—can these men stop 
quarreling over the respective merits 
of men, stop calling each other stalwarts 
and half-breeds, and stop wrangling 
over the always endless question of 
"who begins it?" Can the papers pro- 
fessing to be Republican make n truce 
and all agree that angry works growing 
out of fierce political controversies are 
to be treated as if they had never been 
spoken? 
Cannot all Kepublicaus recog- 


nize in tbe President a safe and fair 
moderator for the meeting of the hith- 
erto stormy elements? 
If any Republi- 


can really more hostile to other Repub- 
licans than he is to the Democracy? 
And if there is, can he not look beyond 
the 4th of March, 1885, and see how dif- 
ferently he would then feel? 


There has not been a factional strug- 


gl» iu the party since 1865 which it 
would not be well to give to oblivion. 
There is not ons the discussion of which 
does not make more difficult the Repub- 
lican party situation. The shortcom- 
ings of our public men only prove tham 
human. Why should snob topics en- 
gage the half dozen millions of men 
who ouizht to be schooling themselves 
to the generous task of waiving per- 
sona] preferences for the sake of coun- 
try and mankind? The day of triumph 
or of doom for the Republican cause 
and all that it represents iu tho shape 
of free government, majority rule, and 
material progress is coming on apace. 
K the sharp voice of faction is hushed, 
and Republicans turn away from light- 
ing Republicans and devote their atten- 
tion to ths common enemy, we can 
mightily prevail. 


The Austin Reveille says: 
One of the most important questions 


with which statesmen will have to deal 
is what shall be done with the great 
immigration which is now 
coming to 


the United States. They are coming in 
thousands and must bo assimilated in 
some shape. 
Will they locate on our 


broad acres, cultivate homes, 
build 


towns and add to our weulth and prop- 
erty, or will they congregate in the cities 
and become cutthroats and 
roughs? 


Tha character of the immigration must 
be carefully examined into, for the laws 
of self-protection always apply with 
equal force to the nation as to the in- 
dividual. 
To treat the question intelli- 


gently and deal properly with the poor 
immigrant who comas here in good faith 
to lualte himself n home aud at the 
same time guard tho best interests of 
the United Htates, will require u broad 
statesmanship we fear our Congress 
does not now possess.
